The Average Gentleman. 

Probably the worst abused word in the 
English language is the word gentleman. 
In its etymology it was a compromise be- 
tween the Norman and the Saxon tongues, 
and after long years of rigid interpretation 
as to its meaning it has sunk back into a 
compromise mits significance Originally 
a gentleman was a person whose kindred 
was known and acknowledged, and in this 
sense the word is still employed, as well as 
with reference to individual, social and 
moral qualities. We still have men who 
boast of baving been born gentlemen, and 
sometimes this fact adds luster to their 
characiers in the otber sense of the word, 
and not unirequently it only brings into 
stronger light the deplorable fact that they 
bave not been reared gentlemen. Bat in 
this country we care little for a man’s 
origin, so the popular and almost univer- 
sally accepted meaning of the term is that 
which refers to the moral and social char- 
acteristics ofthe man. And here a further 
classification is necessary. Itisa fact, and 
has always been a fact, that a man may be 
eminent for his possession of moral qualities 
and yet pre-eminently destitute of social 
qualities, and no such person has ever beer 
classed or ever will be classed as a gen- 
tleman. One of the most moral, pious and 
charitable divines we ever knew was the 
most disgusting vulgarian at the table 
we ever dined with. On the other hand 
@ class of men who have always been, and 
always will be, considered gentlemen, are 
deficient in moral qualities. It is only 
when the deficiency in moral qualities is 
so outrageous as to shock the social sense 
that the question of morality enters into 
the consideration of the composition of a 
gentleman. It may, therefore, be safely 
asserted that, the world over, a gentleman 
is recognized by his social qualities. We 


noblemen, and yet not be a gentleman. 
As we understand the term, the word gen- 
tleman, in its origin ‘and in both its an* 
cient and modern application, is a purely 
social designetion. Having this significa- 
tion, it must have a standard of perfection; 
but this standard, like all others, is theo- 
retical and unattainable by ee Pe of 
‘men. It may be easy to say what s gen- 
tleman ought to be, but we have to do 
with him as he is. « But in attempting to 
determine this difficult question, we are 
met with such a multiplicity of variety 
that our only resort is to strike an averuge. 
What, then, is the average gentleman? 

MACAULAY eays that the modern aver- 
sge gentleman of England generally re- 
ceives a liberal education, passes from a 
distinguished schoo) to a distinguished col- 
lege, and bas every opportunity to become 
an excellent scholar. He has generally 
seen something of foreign countries. A 
considerable part of his hfe has generally 
been passed in the capital; and the refine. 
ments of the capital follow him into the 
coun 


There is, says MACAULAY, no class of 
dwellings so pleafing as the rural seats of 
the English gentry. In the parks and 
pleasure grounds nature, dressed, yet not 
. disguised, by art, wears her most alluring 
form, In the* buildings good sense and 
good taste combine to produce a happy 
union of the comfortable and the graceful. 
The pictures, the musical instruments, the 
library, would in any other country be 
considered as proving the owner to be an 
eminently polished and accomplished 
man. MAcAULAY is here referring to a 
political and social class, whose surround- 
ings indicate as well as demand the pos- 
session of weaith, and his description is 
only applicable to our purpose so far ast 
exhibits the cultivation of refined tastes in 
just proportion to the means enjoyed. 

But there are other characteristics of the 
average gentleman which do not require 
any expenditure of worldly substance, and 
we have a right, in consequence, to expect 
more equality among gentlemen in their 
possession, and, consequently, a closer 
average in estimatiov. These inexpen- 
sive characteristics are innumerable. There 
are, however, many little things within the 
range of enumeration, which the average 
gentleman does not do, which, when done, 
betray the impostor. We are only taking 
a light social view of this matter.. We do 
not speak of the grave offenses against 
good breeding of which men may be 
guilty; we only refer to those slight devia- 
tions from the path of gentility, in which 
& Very great many of those who claim to 
be gentlemen indulge, and te which many 
born gentlemen habituate themselves. We 
are willing to admit that we are somewhat 
hypercritical, and we expect to be voted 
down; but, nevertheless, we cannot 
rid our minds ot the belief 

great many little things 
we daily observe are not becoming the 
average gentleman. For instance, we 
don’t like to see the average gentleman 


himself, but then he certanly has the ex- 
cuse of being drunk. When he is not 
drunk, and loafs at the corners of streets 


decent women out of countenance, or 
Swaggers along the streets indulging in 
protane and obscene remarks in a toné so 
loud as to offend the seasitive ears of over- 
nice people, we can find no excuse for him. 
We always regret seeing the average gen- 
tleman eating lke a pig at his regular 
meals,and gorgmg himself through the 
simple instrumentality of his fingers at a 
party. We have a prejudice against any 
man spitting at the table, blowing his nose 
in his fingers on the street, chewing tobac- 
coin church or running out betore the 
benediction is pronounced. We WOK every 
average gentleman ought to have a bene- 
diction and witness the close.of the last scene 
at the theater or the last note at the concert. 
The average gentleman, if a person of 
means, 1s not unlike MacavuLay’s country 
gentleman ‘of England, and employs his 
means in improving bimself. It he is not 
a person of means he has a legitimate oc- 
cupation. Whether he is either, he dress— 
es decently but not loudly, and it he is of 
the latter class he does not borrow money 
from his friends and never pay 
them. The average gentleman does not 
get drunk at parties, nor does he indulge 
in fights in the dressing-room. When he 
is in the drawing-room he does not, druak 
or sober, engage in war-dances, and tran- 
tically jump about the room crushing the 
feet of speciators and ramming his elbows 
into their faces. It he finds himself so 
apgular and elastic that he can not help 
this be refrains from daucing. When the 
average gentleman goes to a party and 
leaves his overcoat in the hat-room he 
does not leave a bottle of whisky in the 
pocket and repair to it between dances 
to imbibe. We know this is 
a bold assertion, but somehow, 
notwithstanding the prevalence of the cus- 
tom among some persons, we think that if 
the host provides drinkables it is an insin- 
uation that he has not provided enough, 
and if the host has not provided anything 
to drink it is an intimation that he is in- 
hospitable. It seems to us, in either case, 
to be a little out of the way, besides being 
an inconsistent conventionalism. We do 
not suppose that an average gentleman 
would be tolerated a moment if he carried 
to a party a supply of fried oysters in the 
tail pocket of his dress-coat. It the aver- 
age gentleman is politely requested 
not to smoke in the  dressing- 
room when he is invited to a lady’s house 
he never does it. Here again we are pecu 
liar in our views, for the thing is very ex- 
tegsively practiced in first circles. If a 
young lady, under the impulse of a flirta- 
tion, permits an average gentleman to hold 
her hand, or, perhaps, in an indiscreet mo- 
ment, to kiss her, he never says anything 
about it. If he has mvt lecld her Daud aud 
has not kissed her, he never boasts that he 
has. At least that is our view of the mat~ 
ter. Of course in all these things we speak 
only for ourselves, and from our own stand- 
pcint, and freely confess to being rather 
prudish. Judging from much that we see 
and hear, 4 great many other people think 
differently. To them we can only say, in

Homes tor the Poor. 

The subject of acquiring homes for men 
in. moderate circumstances—for salaried 
men—is one that has engaged much atten- 
tion elsewhere, and in one case, the city of 
Philadeiputa, tt lume Uctu osvlved catistec 
torily both to the owners of real estate and 
the salaried men. We are not aware of 
any effort made to place the subject in its 
true light before the people of this city. 
Could the men of moderate means and the 
real estate owners be brought to an intelli- 
gent understanding of the case and the 
mutual benefits they are capable of, we 
might see many @ miserable tenant made 
easy and happy, and:many an open and 
uncouth lot closed up by a pretty edifice, 
and the city extending its limits in every 
direction. 

A maa of an unusually smal! salary can, 
in four or five years, pay for a homestead 
that will cost $2,000 either in monthly or 
quarterly payments, and pay interest at 8 
per cent. until the homestead is his own, 
Suppose Mr. A. owns real estate. B. goes 
to him and says; Mr. A., if you will build 
me a cottage on one of your lots—the 
whole not to cost over $2,000—I will buy 
it from you, allowing 8 per cent. interest 
on the value, and pay you until the debt is 
canceled, as follows: I will make monthly 
or quarterly payments, you allowing me 
average interest. The first yearI will pay 
you $370 80, $30 monthly, and allowance 
ot six months’ (average) interest on $360. 
The second year I will pay you $525 
$41 66 2-3 monthly and six months, 
(average) interest on $500. The third and 
fourth years I will pay you the same, $525. 
After the fourth payment there remains 
$534 75 uppaid, including interest. - This 
I will take up in my fifth payment, so 
that in five years [can pay for your cot- 
tage, and own it myself, and without 
cramping my wile and family. 

Now how will this look to the real es- 
tate owner? He makes his calculation. 
My land is worth $25 per foot. I take a 
30-foot lot—that makes $750. $1,250 is 
left with which to erect a cottage. He 
goes to a contractor and makes a contract 
to have the building erected and pays 
$500 upon completion, and $700 in twelve 
months—adding 6 per cent. interest. So 
that he pays out in money in one year 
$1,242. But when he makes the second 
payment he has already received from the 
tcnamt the coum of $870 RN—making the 
total amount that actually comes out of 
‘his own pocket but $871 20, and that is 
all the money that he does pay out. By 
the end of the second year he has receiy- 
ed from his tenant $895 80—an amount 
greater than he has paid out—and is re- 
ceiving interest on the value of his prop- 
erty atthe rate of 11 per cent., because 
the tenant, of course, pays the taxes— 
amounting to over 3 per cent.—and regu- 
lar interest at 8 per cent. The real estate 
owner may say: Suppose the man I would 
be willing to so benefit should die after 
the first year, where is my security? Only 
require him to insure his life belore con- 
tracting with him, for an amount sufficient 
to be secured against any loss in case of 
his death. As to his sobriety, honesty 
and energy, that will weigh heavy in the 
case as a matter of course. 

This example is ot a case within the 
means of almost every hard-working and 
There are many who Can af- 
ford to pay more and get a larger and 
better place, as, for instance, a $4,000. 
home may be paid for in seven years, the 


‘smallest payment being $624 and the 


largest $852; but the calculation for any 
amount can be easily made. 

We are strongly impressed wiih the 
moral good that could be accomp!ished if 
such a system could be inaugurated here, 
and of the good that would enure to the 
city, for it would encourage those of mod- 
erate means to thrift and cconomy, ener- 
gize and vitalize a class who are worthy 
of encouragement, and initiate a new era 
of common feeling and common pride ia 
the community.

Napoleon LI. starred with the firm 
belief that the vast majority of the French 
people were longing to raise him to power, 
ana that the happiness of France depeaded 
on ber intrusting bim with the control of her 
destinies. Admit the principle of imperialism 
that is tosay, thatthe bestform of govern- 
ment a pation can secure lies in tue selection of 
one man-to govern it, independently of the 
checks of any pariiamentury system—and the 
defense of the ex-Emperor is almost com- 
plete. The principie itseif he shared in com- 
mon with some of the most advanced thinkers 
of Fiance, and it is umpossible to devy. that, 
forthe moment at least, the people preferred 
his elevation above that ofall rivais. * 
France accepted Imperialism with an avidity 
that cannot be seriously questioned, even af- 
ter making every allowance for the growing 
influence of the President’s authority over the 
provincial elections.. The nation has suffered 
severely for ita fanit; but it would be uojust 
to vielt upon the Emperor ihe whole blame of 
a decadence that had its origin in the vitiated 
condition of the people. The public service 
de¢ayed; parliamentary ability disappeared; 
the strength of the army was turned in'‘o 
weakness; bat almost up to the last the peo- 
ple were consentirg to their owo degrada- 
tier.

it ts Gow made to wear battoned; two butions 
only, the lapels of medium ooldness, with 
very Jittie curve, and not so pointed as 
formerly. The collar is cut rather long, 
and, with the lapels, should be plain. Side- 
edgee, with buttons top and bottom, are worn 
on the skirts. he edges are boucd 
with grenadine or ducape binding, plain siik 
bra'ds now pe considered out of style.

The Gran- 
ville is a pew weave, of the basket ttern, 
and comes ip black and blue; the Bedfords 
are rtraight ribs, of elastic make and peculiar 
patterns, the zig-zag and herring: bone being 
among the most stylish. The latest novelty 
in diagonals is a bold rib, in color, ona 
bieck ground. The colors most favored are 
brown, greece, rich, biue, and gray. The 
lines stard well out in relief, and on the 
black ground have a very elegant eflect. 

In suitings, the moc. fashionable are irreg- 
ular mixed etripes of gray, heather, mixed, 
and small fancy stripes of various colors of 
the heriing-bone style. Trowsers are worn 
rather fuller atthe knee, with a medium 
spring over the boot, having a straight ap- 
pearance. Slite at the bottom are in bad 
taste. Light dreb kersev overcoats (improp- 
erly called ‘*‘white coate’’) are very fashion- 
able as driving coats,and may be worn with 
good taste on the street under certain cir- 
cumstances.

LAW THAT DOESN’ SHIELD CRIAE.

Gentlemen of the Jury: The plstetes, Susan 
W. Coon, seeks to recover fio this 
action from the defendants, George K Fitch 
and others, who, ae a and ghee 
tore of the Evening Sulieuo news pu 
Hehed ip this city, for the alleged malicious 
publication of a ibe) in their newspaper. 

The publication of a libel is a public and a 
private wrong; anda person injured by the 
publication is by law entitied to recover dam- 
ages from the persons who publish the same, 
uplegs it is showo that the libel is trae. A 
publication isa libel which tends to injare 
one’s tation in the common estimation of 
mankind, to throw suspicion or reflect shame 
and disgrace upon him, or bold him up as ao 
object of hatred, scorn, ridicule or contempt, 
althougtr it imputes no crime hable to be pun- 
ished with itfamy, or to ovrejadice him ia 
his employ ment. Every publication by writ- 
ing, printwg or painting, which charges or 
immputes to apy that which 
Hable to punisnuient, or which is calculated 
to mske him infamous, odious or ndiculons, 

a And apy pubdiication which 
accuses. a person with having committed a 
crime is se of itselfa ; and the de- 
fendants have admitted to you that the pnub- 
3) on W this action is brougbt is of 
itself a libel, and they acknowledge they pub- 
li-hed the same in their newspaper at the time 
alle by the plaintiff. But they seek to jus- 
tify its ao by showing that the article 
complained of, though libelous, was, and is, 
true. Under our statute, if a defendant plead 
avd prove the statements of a libel are sub- 
stantially true, the truth isa complete justifi- 
cation of ita publication. Therefore, if you 
find from the evidesce the statements con- 
tained in the libel in this action were true, 
you wil) render a verdict for the defendants. 

Atthe request of the plaiatifi, I instract 
you that “it not affect the plaintiff in 
this action, that her husband may have been 
guilty of the offense charged in the libelous 
aiticle in question, unless the plaintiff, her- 
self was gulity of the acts charged thereis;” 
also that the article published charges that 
Mre. Coon bad made a confession in the pres— 
evce of Mr. McCahill that sne nad disposed of 
some stock for her husband to the amount of 
$14,000. She had eca them witha 
broker on Montgomery street, between Call- 
fornia and Sacramento streete. That .Mre. 
Coon, dressed in mourning, called upon these 
brokers, and stated she was a widow, and that 
ber busband had been largely interested in 
mining. This language is libelous, and unless 
it is substantially true the plaintiff is entitled 
to recover. itisfor the jury to determine 
the question of fact, whether the plajotsff did 
or did not state she was a widow, or whether, 
in fact, she made sny other false representa- 
tions, and whether she did make confessions, 
as charged in the article set forth in the 
complaint; and if she did not, and 
the article ie, as it effects the plaintiff, sub- 
stantially isise, the verdict should be tor the 
plaintiff. The jury are the sole judges as to 
the amount of damages, if they find for the 
plaintifl, and should consider the nature of 
the injury and the eflect the publication bad 
upon her in society, aud upon her he.lth and 
feelings, and should allow as demages such 
sum as world reasonably compensate her tor 
ber ipjury. 

If the article complained of by the plaintiff 
was pot maliciously published by the defend- 
ants, the plaintiff should pot reeover. Ila an 
action for verbal slander, it is sometimes ne- 
cessary, to Obtain a recovery, to show malice 
by proof, independent of the sianderous words 
spoken. ne rule is diflerent in regard to 
libel or wanton siander. In such an action, 
on proving the publication of an article whieh 
is of itselt a hbel, malice is im plied. The terms 
“‘malice’’ and Pha gongs Ol mean—when ap- 
plied to an action for libel—intentionally and 
wrongfully, or without avy legai excuse, aud 
to make such a publication libelous, it does 
1 Ot necessarily involve the existence or ab- 
sence of ili-wiil toward the persen clauning 
to be injured by the publication of the arti- 


cle. 

The defendants bave aleo pleaded in miti- 
gation of dameges, the truth of the statements 
contained is this lLbel Therefore, if you 
should find for tbe plaintiff, you can, in as- 
ecssing damages, take into consideration what 

orticns, if sny, of the statements contained 
B the libelous article have been shown to 
bave been true, 

If you find, from the evidence, the state- 
ments of the article are subsiantially true, 
your verdict will be for the defendants; if not, 
you will find for the plaintifi and assess ber 
damages. 

The jury then retired under the care of the 
Sheriff, and in ten minutes returned a verdict 
for the defendants.

Petroleum Wells of the Caucasus. 


One of the most remarkable deposits of pe- 
troleum known is that which exists in the 
region of the Caucasus, On the enst coast 
of the Caspian*Sea there are no less than 20,- 
000 petroleum wells. Although they have 
been known for generations, it is only within 
the last few years that they have been worked 
on a large scale, or their commercial value at 
all understood. They are generally of buta 
sligbt depth, aud are frequently found beside 
each other. A bew source was recently discov- 
ered in close proximity to an old one, which 
for centuries bas daily produced some 3,400 
pounds of petroleum, and wiich is not in the 
shghtest degree affected by the vicinity of the 
new source, which daily produces the large 
amount of about 40,000 pounds, and is seem- 
ingly inexhaustible. The American system of 
manegemeut and operation has lately been 

applied to these wells. The sources, rising 
| from a depth of 250 feet, frequently overflow 

their orifices, and ascend above them inmgreat 
ets over the ae of fifty to sixty-tive foet. 
t is calculeted that the district of Caucasus 
yields annually about 10,000 tons of petroleum 
avd 100 tons of paraffine of asphalt, dnd that 
these quantities will be immensely increased 
in the future.

THE ACKLY MURDER. 


Prelimisaty -Examination of the 
Young Men Accused Before the 
City Court Yesterday—Am.- 
mon and Maratta Com- 
mitted for Marder. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


On the calling of the Case of Ammon and oth- 
ers, Charged with the killing of Laurence Ackly, 
in the City Court yesterday moruing, the partic- 
ulars of wbich have been given in the account of 
the melee last week, Mejor Kinney and Col. Selby 
Harney eppeared for Simon U!man Sand Peter 
Fritz, Mr. P. Curtis for Mike Ammon and Geo 
Bhaw. Mr. Jobn Millburn for Joseph Staa 
end Mr. Robert F. Baird for John Miles. 

The counsel each claimed a severance and a 

separate trial, but the Court decided on ss 
the whole of the testimony, and then discrimin 
ting as te separate culpability. 

The Ocmmonwealth, represented by Major 
Buck Allen and the City Attorney, Mr. Frank 
Hegen, began the case by introducing Frank 
Me'zier, who substantially stated that on last 
Sunday he went eut to Buck Smith’s Garden 
with his wife,and being informed by the pro- 
prictor that a number of bis friends were at the 
teD-pin alley, the wituess went there, and soon 
after a party of young men came toto the alley 
very bolsterousiy, and as be turned to rol] his 
last ballsomé perevon pulled him down by the 
balr, while some other person #truck him on the 
beck. Mike Ammon was one of the persons 
who wasin theroom. He demanded possession 
of the alley, snd on being refused a general 
melee commenced between the young men who 
cam in and those who bad thé aliey. On cross- 
examination by Mr. Curtis, witness could not 
ftate who struck him first, but that he was siruck 
over the eye Wilt a slung shot. 

The next witness was Dr. Leiber, who stated 
that Ackley was aware of bis danger when he 
visited him; that he despaired of all hope; that 
he received two cuts in the addomen, fro 
which the intestines pretruded, and on probing 
the wound witness informed him of his extreme 
In answer to this Ackley stated that the 
nn who struck Metzler the first blow was the 
one who gave him bis fatal injucites. 

Samuel Sulzer corroborated the first witness, 
and stated further that he-recognized several of 
the prisoners as being there at the fight; that he 
saw AmMmcn come in with two others and jump 
onthe alley, demending its possession. He saw 
the crowd around Metzier, aod saw some motion- 
tpg es Uf to strike bim. Ammon was in the 
crowd. 

On cross-examination he stated that Ammon 
was I} the rear of the crowd sround Metzier, and 
(hat be did not see him strike Megzier at all. 

Joseph Ubethart stated that be went out to the 
Sign ofthe Buckon Sunday. Sulzer gave him 
charge of the alley, and be propose d a game of 
ict-pins with Metzler and Ackly, After they 
were ergaged in the game Ammon apd several! 
others came into the alley, apd be jumped 
on the alley crying out, “hurry up, boss, and 
pitch tn;’’ then the fuss commenced, and the 
altiess wasunable to give any definite state- 
ment a3 totme transact'ons of any of the parties 
»neaged init. He saw Ackly when he was in the 
eorner. Did net know he w&scut then. Ackly 
lay down for a short time at the house and then 
went home in his wagon. He was cut in the 
abdomen, and diedon Tuesday, at 10 o'clock, 
from the wounds he received,

A LIBRARY 4 AT LAST. 


Substantial Siitioens Ahold of a Proj- 
ect that Promises Some Good. 


The ques'ion of a public library has agiiared 
the pecple of Louisville fora long time. Many 
projects have been set agoipg, but none have 
ever succeeded in establishipg a permanent or- 
patization. or, at least, got fatrly to work before 
overtaken by failure. Recentiy a movemeni has 
been started among prowinenat citizens which 
promises to develepio time into the thing:to 
longa wished for—a real public library with evers- 
vpody reading, The object of this association Is 
to establish al once a permanent and vaiuaple 
library forthe use of its founders, who piedge 
themotives to give tweaty volumes of approved 
bo.ksand eonctribute a dollar a month to its 
support. While ita bevefits are intended to be 
thus limited f.F the present, its foundars 
Wish to make ita free publie library, a8-soon as 
an endowment fund can be ral:ed, the interest 
upon wh'cb will meet the dnoual expenses of the 
library. It is also proposed to establish 
a readirge-rocm in conreciion with the 
iibrary. The paper coptelning the above ba is 
of orgarization has only been in circulation a 
few days, and over one bundred aod sixty of the 
best Lames In the cliyghave been obialped. No 
systematic efforts were made to thorougaly can- 
vass the city, and doubtless husdreds more 
would gladly bave signed the paper\had thev bad 
the opportunity. The aid of ail is earnestly Ale- 
sired, and tho«e Interested in this matrshould 
attend the public meeting to be heid at room No.

THE GILBERT WILL CASE. 


A Synopsis of Mr. R Reinecke’s Aree 
ment Yesterday. 

Mr. Wm. Reinecke, who, on Fridays at Doon, 
commenced to argue the law Lo the court op be- 
nalf of the propounders of the wil!, concluded 
yesterday at roon, having occupled about five 
bours. The following tsa brief synopsis of the 
positions taken by bim, in corroboration of 
which he read pumerous autborities: 

Jobn Giibert’s mind need not bave been of the 
highest order nor unimpaired to enable him to 
make a Valld disposition Of biz property. Where 
there is not an essential privation of the reason- 
jn@ facuities or an imcapacity of understanding 
and acting in the ordinary effairs of life, there ts 
power to make @ binding will. In contemplia- 
tion of our statute law, unsoundness of mind 
means ag absence of all reason, indicated by an 
utter inability to attend to common business. 

As lt is @ presumption of law tnat every person 
of the age of discretion is of ound and disposing 
miud, the burden of proof to overthrow that pre- 
sumption must alifall upon the contestants of 
the wlil.end they must prove positively and 
conclusively that the tes ator was Insane, or 
thet undue infuepce was used which moved him 
to makethe will. The evidence which is re- 
quired to overcome the presumption musi be cf 
sucb a character tliat no other eonclusion than 
the insanity of the testator can be drawn from it. 
Where there is cOpfilcting evidence and where 
the welght of it 1s found to be inequipoise 
the presumption of law in favor of sanity wiil 
come in, and ‘the testament will prevail. And 
itwill Bot be sufficient to prove on behalf of the 
¢ Ctestapts that .be testator was insape before 
or after the making of the wili, for such proof is 
not direct enough to do away with the presump- 
tion of same mind; io order teat they should pre- 
vail, ample eviderce must be adduced to show 
that the testator was of un ound 4mind at tne 
ume of making the will, provided that the will 
Was publivh dm accergapce with law and Is or- 
derly framed. Proof of mere eccent'ici'y and 
unrea:onable or foolish acts will vot avoid the 
wiil, for there must be ciear proof of menial 
alienation. 

A raiional act rationally done ts the best test 
of the gapity of the testator, and the actions of 
the dec: dent are bs fara better guide for the de- 
teimination of tbe siate of bis mind than meca- 
physic- and theoretical notions of experts. The 
‘estimony of the subscribing witnesses 'o the 
will bas been held by the courtsto be entitled 
to fer greater*® weight than that of even 
the attending physicisn-, if they were 
absent when the will was made. The reason 
for this rul« ts obvious. It was adopted because 
the attesting witmesses are placed around the 
testator to try, Judge and determine the testator’s 
state of mind. A trust is cenfided te them, and 
ji is their duty to kuow the meutal condition of 

he maker of the will.

Death of One of the Members of the 
Legisiature ou His Way Home from 
the Capital. 

The Hon.W. M. Hamlin, a member of the Ken- 
tucky Legisiature, from Calloway ccunty, died 
on board the steamer Blue Wing jsesterday 
morping, at half-past eight o'clock, while she 
was lying at the city wharf. His remains were 
transferred on board the steamer LeCluire, and 
started to bis home, in the vicinity of Pine 
Blufl,on Tennessee river. They were escoried 
by the father of the deceased and the Hon. G. A. 
c. Holt, ®peaker of the Senate. Mr. Hamlia 
was a vative of this State, and at bis death was 
twenty-seven years of age. Atthe commence- 
ment of the late war. he enlisted as a private in 
the Drat Kentucky regiment of infaniry, and 
Served WO ercedit two himeclf and his com. 
papy fr the term he enlisted. After his 
regiment Was disbanced he joined ibe 31 Ken- 
tucky rgiment of lofaptry, aud soon Was pro- 
Moted to a heutenancy, 4nd Was one amongst the 
last to lay down hisarms.
